Ju d g e M c f i e n a h a n held th at the 
state tax commission's figure was ex ­ 
orbitant and unrea so n ab le and o rd ­ 
ered th e assessment reduced to $2500. 
Tile decision is regarded am o n g th e 
ore operators on th e f u y u n a range to 
lie tile most im porta nt legal ruling 
affecting tile iron i n d u s t ry in th a t 
district th at lias been handed down.

Coming Season Should Be Great 


One For Oarsmen. 


SYRACUSE APPEARS STRONG 


With Veteran Crew Salt City Boys 
Ought to Make Splendid Showing. 
Courtney Will Be Missed at Cornell. 
The Outlook at Various Colleges. 


“Rowing will hold Its own ns a sport 
in 3917,” is the w ay Ja m es A. Puking* 
ton. president of the National Associa­ 
tion of A m ateur Oarsmen, views the 
outlook for the coming season. 
“We cannot hope for m ore a t this 
time, for in m any places where, row ing 
once flourished facilities are so poor as 
to m ake general interest in the sport 
out of the question. 
B ut we are no 
longer losing ground.” 
W hile tliis is true of club rowing, the 
sport in tile colleges has taken a fresh 
hold and is gaining in favor. 
College 
crews carried off th e honors in 191(5. 
and unless all signs fail they will do so 
again In 1917. 
Perhaps no hotter crew was ever 
boated in America than the Syracuse 
varsity eight of 191(5, and as it will 
take tile w ater intact with a single ex­ 
ception in tile coming year there s suns 
every reason to believe it will continue 
on its invincible way. 
Seven of the eight men who rowed 
the Syracuse shell to Its astounding 
victory over Cornell, Columbia and 
Pennsylvania on the Hudson will man 
tile swoops next season. 
Tills eight, 
regarded by com petent rowing men as 
a better crew than either tile Columbia 
1901 or Hie Cornell 1905 eights, is m ade 
up in tin* main of oarsmen who learned 
their rowing as youngsters at the D u­ 
luth Boat club and have become adepts 
at the sport. 
W hat will happen at Cornell is con­ 
jee til rn I. 
W ith the passing of Charles 
E. Courtney from tile actual command 
of rowing affairs a t Ithaca, Cornell 
men do not view tile present y ear 
wit Ii tile equanim ity flint lias been 
their wont. John Collyer, who has as­ 
sumed the duties of head coach, will 
act with tile advice of Courtney, 
lie 
was captain of tin* Cornell eight last 
y ear mid has w ithdraw n himself from 
the squad in order to coach. 
Cornell 
will have Ave veterans of its 191(5 crew 
on hand to constitute a nucleus for the 
boat. 
H arvard, which defeated Yale In no 
uncertain m anlier last June, will begin 
tile new y ear with four of its 191(1 men 
eligible.
